Be it enacted by the Legislature of the state of Utah:
Section 1. Section 26-18-415 is enacted to read:
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26-18-415. Mental health patient Medicaid waiver.
(1) Before July 1, 2018, the division shall apply for a Medicaid waiver or a state plan

amendment with the Centers for Medicare and Medicaid Services within the United States

Department of Health and Human Services to provide Medicaid coverage for an individual

described in Subsection (2).

(2) An individual may receive Medicaid coverage under this section if the individual:

(a) is under commitment to the custody of a local mental health authority, as defined in
Section 62A-15-602;

(b) has an income that is below 95% of the federal poverty level established by the

secretary of the United States Department of Health and Human Services under 42 U.S.C. Sec.

9909(2); and
(c) does not qualify for:

(1) any other subsidized health care coverage; or

(11) any health care coverage under a parent or emplover.

(3) If the waiver described in Subsection (1) is approved, the department shall provide

Medicaid coverage under this section for an individual until the later of:

(a) six months; or

(b) the day on which the patient no longer meets the requirements in Subsection (2).
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
